Cafe as from January 1st

FOLLOWING the decision by the National Trust not 
to buy the historic Shire Hall in Dorchester, West 
Dorset District Council has decided to spend 
£83,000 to develop the building as a heritage visitor 
centre. 

The decision was taken by the council's Executive 
Committee on Tuesday after members heard that 
the National Trust had indicated they would not be 
buying Shire Hall because of the current economic 
climate. 

It has been a long-held aspiration of West Dorset 
District Council to achieve a heritage visitor centre 
at the Shire Hall which includes the Old Crown 
Court and cells. 

Councillors believe that the decision made by the 
Executive Committee will secure the future of the 
building and will provide a major boost to tourism 
in Dorchester. 

The £83,000 will comes from council reserves and 
a further report will be considered in April next year 
providing that the matter is not called in by mem¬ 
bers by tomorrow (Friday).

PILATES instructor Natalie Allen, 41, lives in Up- 
lyme with her husband Neil and son Max. 

She grew up in London and moved to West 
Sussex in her twenties, but soon fell in love with 
the Lyme Regis and Uplyme area after visiting it 
on holidays and moved to the village three 
years ago. 

Originally trained in dance and drama, Natalie 
first tried pilates in 1986 and soon took a fur¬ 
ther interest in the positive changes it can bring 
to the body. She now teaches from her own 
equipped pilates studio in Uplyme. 


■ HOW did you first get into pilates? 

I tried pilates back in the 1986 whilst I was training in 
dance and drama at The Italia Conti School of performing 
arts. I went off to a studios to do some pilates training with 
Alan Herdman who was the first person to set up an 
equipped pilates studio in London, and it was my first ex¬ 
perience of the pilates studio. 

■ WHERE did you train to become a pilates instructor? 

After working for a time as a dance teacher then working 
in the fitness industry I wanted to understand more about 
the body and movement and the positive changes pilates 
can bring, so I trained with Polestar Pilates, which is an in¬ 
ternational pilates teacher training company.The compre¬ 
hensive education includes manual skills, advanced body 
awareness and the principles of motor learning. 

I taught pilates back in Sussex and when we moved to 
Uplyme I placed an advertisement in the village shop to 
see if anybody would be interested in taking a class. Three 
years later my classes have grown to six per week, and I 
am thrilled that I have managed to keep the interest of 
my very first participants. 

■ HOW does pilates differ from other keep-fit activi¬ 
ties? 

Pilates is a very precise, intelligent exercise method where 
the message is "quality not quantity". Most people are as¬ 
tonished by the gentleness of pilates. Keep-fit and aero¬ 
bics classes tend to work more on a cardiovascular 
workout, but don't tend to train balanced strength and 
flexibility. Sometimes they over-train some muscles and 
under-train others creating imbalances that can lead to 
injury. 

■ TELL us about your own pilates classes... 

Pilates is for everybody. I have worked with 
teenagers, people suffering from osteoporosis, sports en¬ 
thusiasts, dancers and many people who have injuries or 
back problems. Many clients take part just to feel better 
about the way they look and move. 

I teach from my equipped studio in Uplyme on a one- 
to-one or one-to-two basis, and I design the session to 
suit the individual. Studio sessions are great for improving 
technique and easing movement discomfort. I recom¬ 
mend that people who are suffering from and/or recov¬ 



ering from an injury work one-to-one with me from my 
studio, obviously having consent from their doctor or 
physio. 

I teach all of my mat classes at the Woodmead Halls in 
Lyme Regis on Monday, Tuesday and Thursday mornings 
and provide all equipment mats. I teach a variety of differ¬ 
ent level classes and I insist that participants start with the 
beginners sessions despite their fitness level, as this will 
introduce them to the pilates fundamental exercises. 

■ WHAT other activities do you take part in to keep 
fit? 

I love walking and taking in all the beautiful landscapes 
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which surround us here. I use a cross trainer which helps 
to keep my cardio fitness (which i should do more often!). 
Of course I practice pilates which keeps my body feeling 
great. 

■ WHAT are your other personal interests? 

I love going to the cinema and theatre and socialising with 
family and friends. There is nothing better than a glass of 
wine, a great chat and giggle. 

■ WHY did you move to Uplyme? 

After spending a couple of holidays in Lyme we fell for its 
charm and beauty. We also have friends who grew up in 
Lyme and now live in Uplyme and we could see how they 
as a family have a lovely lifestyle. Our son loves sailing and 
the beach lifestyle, and we feel that there is a great com¬ 
munity spirit in Lyme. 

■ WHAT do you like about living in the area? 

Uplyme has a great community spirit and I love the coun¬ 
tryside and its closeness to Lyme Regis. I wouldn't change 
anything about it. 

■ WHICH three guests would you invite to your dream 
dinner party? 

Comedy duo French and Saunders for a good laugh, and 
Gary Barlow for a sing song around the piano after dinner. 

■ WHAT would you do if you won the Lottery? 

Firstly I would treat my family and friends to the most 
amazing holiday. I would teach pilates asking people to 
donate to a charity of their choice rather than payment to 
me. I most certainly would not give up the teaching or 
studying. The luxury of a housekeeper also seems rather 
appealing!

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Hospital trust taking over Friends Cafe

cision and were struggling to understand how the cafe 
could be more profitable. 

A statement from the trust said: “Dorset County Hospi¬ 
tal NHS Foundation Trust has announced it will be run¬ 
ning the Friends of DCH Cafe in the hospital from 1 st 
January 2012. 

“The move follows an external review of food services 
in the hospital which showed that merging the cafe with 
the hospital’s catering department would lead to a more 
cohesive service and maximise the money made for sup¬ 
porting patient services.” 

The Trust’s Director of Finance, Bill Boa, said: “We 
greatly appreciate the service the Friends have provided 
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from the cafe premises, but with the current financial 
pressures the hospital is facing we have to ensure we are 
making the most of every opportunity for generating in¬ 
come. 

“Having a single catering service for the hospital will 
make it much easier to manage efficiently. We have been 
working closely with the Friends to identify other volun¬ 
teer roles the cafe volunteers can take on so they can con¬ 
tinue to make a vital contribution to the hospital. The 
Friends will continue to provide their valuable charitable 
support through the hospital shop and ward trolley serv¬ 
ice. 

“Improvements planned for the cafe include extended 
opening hours.” 

Disappointed 

The Friends responded with their own statement issued 
before the meeting. It stated: “We are very disappointed 
with the trust’s decision to take over the Friends Cafe. 

“Of our 165 volunteers, 42 work in the cafe, some have 
worked for the Friends for more than 25 years and they 
will be upset by this decision. We very much value the 
commitment of our volunteers and hope they will feel 
able to transfer to the shop or trolley services. 

“We do appreciate the financial difficulties the trust is 
facing and have made huge efforts to work with the trust, 
after all we are here for the benefit of the patients. How¬ 
ever, we now have to move forward and continue with 
our expressed aims which are ‘providing comfort and 
help to the patients of Dorset County Hospital, their rel¬ 
atives and friends’.” 

Trust chief executive officer Jean O’Callghan said they 
valued the friendship and partnership the Friends had put 
into the trust, adding: “But we need to be more business¬ 
like than this hospital has been in the past. The delivering 
of its food services is not as profitable as it should be. 
Very few hospitals have charities running their cafes. 
This move is not about dissatisfaction but about making 


the most of our resources." 

Mr Boa added: “Following survey by Bournemouth 
University we need to run Darners Restaurant and cafe in 
a more intgrated fashion. By running the cafe as a pre¬ 
mium resturant we can generate £100,000 more than it 
currently earns.” 

But volunteers at the meeting were far from satisfied 
with the explanations given and expressed concerns about 
charitable funds “disappearing into a black hole that is 
the Foundation Trust”. 

Others expressed the view that prices would rise and 
expressed fears that the cafe could be let as a franchise to 
a company such as Costa Coffee. 

Friends manager Sharon Merritt said: “We struggle to 
understand how the Trust can make the cafe more prof¬ 
itable, as they have to pay for staffing it. 

“For the volunteers it is like an extended family, many 
friendships have formed and it will leave a huge hole in 
their lives. We understand we need to move with the 
times, but at what cost? 

“The Friends Cafe is not just about raising money for 
the hospital, it is also a place for patients and visitors to 
have a break from the wards and be greeted by friendly 
volunteers who have the time to chat and listen to them. 

“In the cafe alone we have raised thousands for the hos¬ 
pital every year since it opened in 1998. Most recently 
the Friends have given more than £82,000 for the refur¬ 
bishment of the wards. 

“The cafe is the most established, in a good location and 
therefore is our biggest asset. More than 50 per cent of 
our business comes from here. If they say they will run it 
more efficiently, does this imply we have been running it 
inefficiently? It is upsetting for the volunteers who have 
been working in the cafe. It implies I am not doing my 
job properly. 

“The cafe makes a lot of money and it is totally devalu¬ 
ing the work we have done.”

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The British Museum comes to Dorchester

PHAROAH: King of Egypt has arrived 
at the Dorset County Museum as part of 
a British Museum tour, and will be on 
display in the magnificent Victorian 
Hall until January 22nd 2012. 

This exhibition features highlights 
from the British Museum’s superb col¬ 
lection of Ancient Egyptian objects and 
is the largest UK loan of Egyptian arte¬ 
facts ever undertaken by the British 
Museum. 

Containing wonderful examples of 
sculpture, jewellery palace ornamenta¬ 
tion, papyri and funerary objects, it is 
truly breathtaking and is more than en¬ 
hanced by its incredible surroundings. 

Alongside monumental statues and 
beautifully carved stone reliefs from an¬ 
cient temples, and glittering gold jew¬ 
ellery, this exhibition also features some 
more unusual objects. 

These include colourful inlays used to 
decorate a pharoah’s palace, diplomatic 
letters to Egypt’s allies inscribed on clay 
tablets, the wooden bowl which be¬ 
longed to one of the king’s troop com¬ 
manders, and an ancient water clock 
decorated for a Greek king on the 
throne of Egypt. 

Museum Director Jon Murden ini¬ 
tially feared this exhibition would never 
come to Dorchester. But every problem 
that reared its head was overcome, and 
the sheer dogged persistance of Jon, his 
staff, and volunteers finally made it hap¬ 
pen. 

This touring exhibition has been de¬ 
veloped in a partnership between Tyne 
and Wear Archives and Museum and 
the British Museum, and more than 130

objects, some never before seen outside 
London, have been chosen by the ven¬ 
ues to explore the myths and realities of 
kingship in Ancient Egypt. 

Weeks of preparation by Museum 
staff and volunteers prepared the Victo¬ 
rian Hall for perhaps one of the greatest 
exhibitions ever to be housed there. 

Two teams from the British Museum 
came to Dorchester to co-ordinate the 
work, together with 34 crates which ar¬ 
rived in two huge climate-controlled 
trucks. And together with the Dorset 
County Museum staff and a team of 
highly qualified volunteers, the displays 
were painstakingly put together. 

John Oma-Omstein, Head of National 
Programmes at the British Museum, 
said: “We were hugely impressed by the 
sheer enthusiasm and drive of the 
Dorset County Museum team’s bid for 
the exhibition. Nothing was going to be 
too much trouble, no obstacle too diffi¬ 
cult to overcome. They made it almost 
impossible for us to say no.” 

Dorset County Museum Director, Jon 
Murden, said: “It’s a privilege to host 
this exhibition, the largest single loan of 
Egyptian artefacts ever made in the UK. 
It’s also fantastic to to be working in 
partnership with the British Museum 
team and with organisations such as 
Tyne and Wear Archives and Museum. 

“We have already learned a lot and 
have been able to make some perma¬ 
nent improvements to our museum as a 
result. It has also given our volunteers 


the opportunity to work with such 
amazing objects. They too have learned 
a great deal and have been truly hon¬ 
oured to work with this collection.” 

One such volunteer was Terry Riggs. 
“Everyone from the top down worked 
incredibly hard to make this happen. 
The whole exhibition is imposing yet 
full of subtleties, makes an immediate 
impact but equally provides much for 
later reflection. The sheer diversity con¬ 
tained within the exhibition is incredi¬ 
ble.” 

Over 1,000 school children have al¬ 
ready booked to see this exhibition. 
With all articles between 3,000 and 
3,500 years old, they will have the lux¬ 
ury of viewing them in an intimate 
space, and may be the only chance 
many will get to see such awe inspiring 


items. The exhibition has been spon¬ 
sored by two local businesses, Acheson 
Construction and Humphries Kirk.

One of the main objectives for the 
day is to deliver a new declaration 
with key objectives for mental 
health in Dorset with calls to action 
that will make a lasting difference 
to the lives of people suffering from 
poor mental health. 

Keynote speakers include: Bruce 
Calderwood, Director for the De¬ 


partment of Health, Rachel Perkins 
from Centre for Mental Health and 
Terry Bowyer, Peer Specialist 
Dorset Mental Health Forum. 

The event is organised by Dorset 
County Council in partnership with 
Bournemouth University, NHS 
Dorset and Dorset Health Care 
Foundation Trust. 

Mr Michael Bevan, Councillor 
and champion of mental health at 
Dorset County Council, said: “At 
any one time one worker in six will 
be experiencing depression, anxiety 
or a problem relating to stress and 
the cost to the economy is £26 bil¬ 
lion each year. 

“Mental health is something that 
has a lot of stigma attached to it and 
we want to encourage an open dis¬ 
cussion on how to improve out¬ 
comes for people experiencing 
mental health problems and look to 
measures of prevention and also in¬ 


vestments and resources to meet 
people’s needs. 

“The day gives us an opportunity 
to focus on the government’s new 
‘no health without mental health’ 
strategy and we are very fortunate 
to have such a distinguished panel 
of speakers lined up. We are also 
grateful to Bournemouth Univer¬ 
sity, NHS Dorset and Dorset 
County Council for their generous 
support and contribution that has 
made this conference possible. 

“We hope that the new Declara¬ 
tion for mental health in Dorset will 
be a shared vision for the future that 
will encourage anyone involved to 
take action.”

Meeting to discuss school bus failure 

THE initial findings of an investigation into failures of 
home to school transport in Dorset will be presented 
to Dorset County Council's Audit and Scrutiny Com¬ 
mittee on Thursday 20 October. 

At an open meeting, the committee will discuss a 
report outlining the terms of reference of a 'call to ac¬ 
count'investigation into problems experienced by 
students and parents with school transport services, 
largely provided by the county council's main con¬ 
tractor Damory Coaches, at the start of the new term. 

The ongoing investigation is focussing on the fol¬ 
lowing main areas: 

• To establish the extent to which the advertised 
school service failed to operate and whether any sig¬ 
nificant safeguarding issues occurred; 

• To establish the rigour of the tendering, evaluation 
and selection processes which led to the award of the 
contract to Damory; 

• To establish whether sufficient preparations were 
undertaken by Damory to prepare for the safe and 
successful delivery of the contract and whether the 
county council had provided adequate information 
to support it in doing so; 

• To establish the extent to which bus passes were 
issued on time and the impact that this and the in¬ 
crease of price had on the school bus service; and 

• To investigate the fairness of the system for the al¬ 
location of discretionary bus passes. 

The county council provides transport to school for 
students who qualify on the grounds of distance 
from school. 

The council awarded a number of new contracts for 
the home to school service in May 2011. Damory was 
awarded 88 per cent of home to school routes across 
Dorset. 

In September 2011, at the start of the new school 
term, a number of failures affecting around 10 per 
cent of home to school services were reported to the 
council. The main service failures included services 
failing to run, late running services and drivers not 
having passenger lists and not knowing who should 
be on the bus. 

Interviews with key members of staff, the managing 
director of Damory, head teachers and parents are 
taking place.

5. If you expect to do a 
lot of driving on snow- 
covered roads, consider 
buying a spare set of 
wheels with tyres espe¬ 
cially designed for these 
conditions. In the Alps, it 
is a legal requirement to 
carry a pair of snow 
chains and fit them 
when conditions de¬ 
mand. 

6. Check the level in 
the coolant reservoir 
and top up as necessary 
with a water/antifreeze 
solution.

7. Ensure the battery 
terminals are tight and 
not corroded. You may 
get a free battery and 
charging system check 
at a car accessory shop 
or fast-fit specialist.

8. Carry an emergency 
kit - spare fuses and 


bulbs, jump leads, a 
torch, water dispersant 
spray and de-icer. 

9. When parking 
overnight in freezing 
conditions, leave your 
car in gear with the 
handbrake off - if it is 


safe to do so. This will 
prevent the handbrake 
freezing in the 'on' posi¬ 
tion.

THIS poem is from A Boy's Will, Robert Frost's first 
book of poetry, published in 1913 when he was 
living in England. 

OCTOBER 

0 hushed October morning mild, 

Thy leaves have ripened to the fall; 
Tomorrow's wind, if it be wild, 

Should waste them all. 

The crows above the forest call; 
Tomorrow they may form and go. 

0 hushed October morning mild, 

Begin the hours of this day slow. 

Make the day seem to us less brief. 

Hearts not averse to being beguiled, 

Beguile us in the way you know. 

Release one leaf at break of day; 

At noon release another leaf; 

One from our trees, one far away. 

Retard the sun with gentle mist; 

Enchant the land with amethyst. 

Slow, slow! 

For the grapes'sake, if the were all, 

Whose leaves already are burnt with frost, 
Whose clustered fruit must else be lost — 

For the grapes'sake along the all. 


Since John Keats wrote his ode "To Autumn" 
("Season of mists and mellow fruitfulness/ Close- 
bosom friend of the maturing sun...") nearly 200 
years ago, no poet has managed to surpass it. 

But, over in America, a decade or two after the 
young Keats died, Sarah Helen Whitman (1803- 
1878) wrote this evocative verse. 

A STILL DAY IN AUTUMN 

I love to wander through the woodlands hoary 
In the soft light of an autumnal day, 

When Summer gathers up her robes of glory, 
And like a dream of beauty glides away. 

How through each loved, familiar path she lingers, 
Serenely smiling through the golden mist, 
Tinting the wild grape with her dewy fingers 
Till the cool emerald turns to amethyst: 

Kindling the faint stars of the hazel, shining 
To light the gloom of Autumn's mouldering halls 
With hoary plumes the clematis entwining 
Where o'er the rock her withered garland falls. 

Warm lights are on the sleepy uplands waning 
Beneath soft clouds along the horizon rolled, 
Till the slant sunbeams through their 
fringes raining 

Bathe all the hills in melancholy gold. 


The moist winds breathe of crisped 
leaves and flowers 

In the damp hollows of the woodland sown, 
Mingling the freshness of autumnal showers 
With spicy airs from cedarn alleys blown. 

Beside the brook and on the umbered meadow, 
Where yellow fern-tufts fleck the faded ground, 
With folded lids beneath their palmy shadow 
The gentian nods, in dewy slumbers bound. 

Upon those soft, fringed lids the bee sits brooding, 
Like a fond lover loath to say farewell, 

Or with shut wings, through silken folds intruding, 
Creeps near her heart his drowsy tale to tell. 

The little birds upon the hillside lonely 
Flit noiselessly along from spray to spray, 
Silent as a sweet wandering thought that only 
Shows its bright wings and softly glides away.

Weymouth and Portland National Sailing 
Academy hosted the Simmer Style Wey¬ 
mouth Speed Week which began last Satur¬ 
day and ends on Friday. 

The event is centred on an accurately 
measured 500 metre course located in Port¬ 
land Harbour, and provides the challenge 
for the speed sailor to pit his wits against the 
elements. 

The competition marks the last event of 
the ISWC European Speed Windsurfing Tour 
which, has already taken in Belgium, Swe¬ 
den and Germany, as well as hosting the 
British Kitesurfing Association National 
Championships and the Spartan UKWA 
Windsurfing Championship. 

Among those competing are this year cur¬ 
rent ISWC European Speed Windsurfing 


Tour leaders Thorsten Mallon (GER) and 
Zara Davis (GBR). 

The course at Weymouth is suited to all 
competitors from boats to the kiters, so if 
the wind blows, and they are due a good 
year, the harbour record set by Anders 
Bringdal in 2008 could fall. 

Other competitors to look out for are An¬ 
ders Bjorkqvist (SWE) and Daniel Borgelind 
(SWE) both of whom have a chance to upset 
the close battle for the top spot, whilst Bjorn 
Dunkerberk, holder of 40 world titles and 
2012 World Slalom Champion, is also hop¬ 
ing to take part. 

The lack of rules provides the ideal oppor¬ 
tunity for both experts and dreamers to 
build the type of boats which, but for Sim¬ 
mer Style Weymouth Speed Week, would 
never see the light of day. 

There are no restrictions as to who may 
enter and all types of craft are welcome.

Buckler: Whip rules a farce 


BOB BUCKLER joined in the argument on 
the new rules regarding the use of the 
whip which has cause a national debate 
and led to top flat jockey Richard Hughes 
deciding he cannot ride under the present 
regulations. 

"I think the limiting of the use of the stick 
is ridiculous,"said Buckler."Sticks these days 
are very soft and amounts to nothing more 
than a slap with a padded stick that makes 
a noise. 

"It's also only a glancing blow down the 
side of the horse and not a direct hit. You 
need a stick to steer the horse, and the ac¬ 
tion of the jockey waving it about keeps 
the horse going. 

"I believe the fairest way is to leave it in 
the hands of the stewards. If the action of¬ 
fends their eyes then it should be pun¬ 
ished, but used sensibly it is an aid." 

James Best who received a one day ban 
for overuse of the whip on Ethiopia two 
days before the new regulations came in, 
kept within the boundaries when he rode 
him to third place in the Class 2 ZEturf.com 
Trophy (Handicap Chase) over three miles 
at Cheltenham on Saturday in what could 
be his last run of the season before his win¬ 
ter break. 

Running two classes higher he produced 
another almost faultless run; his only errors 
getting too close to two fences in the run- 
in which didn't affect the result. 

Nick Elliott's other summer wonder horse 
Cullahill also performed manfully in the 
Ryman Business Club Amateur Riders' 
Handicap Chase the day before under 
William Biddick. 

"He went up in weight and class and did 
well, although I think the long season and 
better horses got the better of him in the 
end, but once again he jumped faultlessly. 

"They have both had an amazing season 
which has gone on much longer for them 
because of the good ground, and it is now 
time to think about giving them a rest." 

If the ground stays firm they might make 
one final appearance at Wincanton on Sat¬ 
urday. 

Saint Peray made his second appearance 
on a race course when he finished sixth in 
the A P McCoy The Autobiography Novices' 
Hurdle over three miles on the same card 
as Cullahill at Cheltenham. 

Another one to try his luck in a higher 
grade, he once again jumped well and 
showed that he has the talent to progress 


to better things. 

Buckler's one disappointment was Mister 
Matt, who whilst finishing third in the two 
mile William Hill - The Home Of Betting 
Handicap Chase at Kempton on Sunday 
only did courtesy of two horses in front of 
him falling over the last two fences. 

"He jumped appallingly to the left at 
every fence. The result of this action is that 
he loses a couple of lengths everytime get¬ 
ting him straight again. That's difficult even 
with A P McCoy on top! 

"We have to find him a left handed track 
in the future - it was disappointing."

Pires puts Magpies to the sword

WELLING United got revenge for their defeat at The 
Avenue a month ago with a much improved display 
against a lack lustre Dorchester Town side who found 
the pace and power of Loick Pires difficult to contain.
